The decision to start immed- 
iately, according to Bill Cloer, 
president of the non-profit farmers 
group, is at the request of farmers 
and ranchers whose parched fields 
are critically in need of moisture.

VISALIA, Dec. 25 — More fuel 
was added this week to the already 
hot fire burning within the valley 
dairy industry when the Central 
Valley Milk Marketing association 
filed a million dollar damage suit 
in Superior court, Visalia, against 
the Knudsen Milk Products com- 
pany. : 


The association has been involv- 
ed in other legal disputes with 
Knudsen, and other processors, in 
past months over whether or not 
the processors should withhold 
five cents per hundred from milk 
payments to individual members of 
the association as “dues” for the 
association. 

About 30 members of the milk 
marketing association are now 
seeking to terminate their con- 
tracts with the association. In 
the million dollar suit against 
Knudsen, the association alleges 
that Knudsen is attempting to de- 
stroy the marketing group.

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WE CAN ALWAYS TALK ABOUT TAXES 


Political prognosticators are writing great words of wisdom about 
the financial position of the state of California — it's bad they say. 

The state has been spending more money than it took in during 
recent years; reserve hana are running out; a deficit is looming large 
on the immediate horizon. : 

So what to do? Why that's easy. Just find something new to 
tax, or put more tax on the things that are already taxed. After all, 
in these modern times, we have found Pandora's box, we have found 
the panacea — taxes. : 

And in all the wilderness of words we have yet to hear a voice cry 
out that maybe there is another way — spend less money. ; : 

To even think such a thought, much less put it in print, is sacrilege. 
We know that — but here goes anyway. ee 

First, the people of California will have a new administration, 
starting the first of the year — a Democrat administration that was 
voted in by what the more original political observers call a landslide. 

This administration, in its 1958 party platform, promised a lot of 
things that will cost a lot of money; if this platform is followed, there 
will be a problem that the aforementioned prognosticators have not 
said much about — the problem of raising new money to take care 
of new agencies and new bureaus, as wellas the problem of keeping 
the bills paid for present state agencies and bureaus. : 

But, since the new state administration has not as yet established 
its future pattern, let's consider just three approaches to a reduction 
of the California budget, and a consequent reduction of state taxes. 
(That is if anyone really wants state taxes cut.) 

First—The state might save $15,000,000 annually, or thereabouts, 
by getting out of the entertainment business. More specifically, we 
mean by getting out of the fair business. Our plan — just turn over 
fair facilities that now belong to the state to either counties or agri- 
cultural districts, and let the fairs sink or swim on their own, including 
the state fair. 

Second — Take the state slush funds away from the county superin- 
tendents of schools throughout California, put that same money into 
school construction or legitimate teacher salaries — and presto — 
there comes another few million to help balance the state budget. 

Third — Reorganize state administration with an eye toward ef- 
ficiency, cutting out overlapping responsibilities, pinning down exist- 
ing responsibilities. No one knows how many millions of dollars might 
be saved in this manner, but those in a position to estimate say, quite 
a few. 

There are other fields in which savings of tax dollars might be ac- 
complished, such as eliminating those functions of state government 
that might be classed as luxury functions, not necessary functions. 

But again we bring up the point: Do the people of California 
really want taxes cut? f 

' After all, the great pressures on taxing agencies come from 
groups wanting more services, justifying more services with reports and 
oan . The great howl from segments of the public come when in 
the interest of economy, some public service which that particular seg- 
ment of the public is used to is suddenly cut off. 

All of which adds up to the factghat California could balance its 
budget, could hold the line on its s, could even reduce its taxes, 
except as yet, "the people" don't really want it that way. 

It is popular to talk about cutting taxes, and balancing budgets, 
but to actually do it — that's political sacrilege. 

After all, we want our fairs: we want our county school offices to 
have all the things they have; we want whatever section of govern- 
ment that is involved in the things that we are particularly interested in 
to keep its power and influence; we know that the government services 
we enjoy are not luxuries in government — it's the other guy who is 
getting the luxuries; yes, we even know that there are a lot of things 
that government could provide for us that government is not providing 
for us — for us that is, not the other guy. . 

Oh well, who brought up this subject of taxes anyway?

FRESNO, Dec. 25 — Employ- 
ment in agriculture remained fair- 
ly stable the past two weeks with 
110,000 workers reported working 
in the-eight counties of the San 
Joaquin valley, Kern through San 
Joaquin, exclusive of farmers and 
unpaid families. This is compar- 
ed with 114,000 reported working

the same date last year. 

An early out migration of inter- 
state workers has decreased the 
work force, due largely to the 
early completion of the cotton har- 
vest. This heavy out migration 
does not normally occur until the 
last half of December. This year 
it occurred some three weeks to a 
month earlier, 

The next two weeks may reflect 
a slight decline in employment, in- 
asmuch as the cotton harvest has 
drawn to a close, However, an in- 
creased demand for workers is ex- 
pected in the pruning of trees and 
vines. The recent light rain will 
aid in defoliation of the grape 
vines, which is needed in order for 
the vine pruning to get underway 
with a larger labor demand. The 
tree pruning is expected to have 
an increasing demand in the next 
two weeks.

ry} acres in the target area is the first 


of two specially equipped planes. 
The former naval craft arrived at 
the Porterville airport last Friday 
from Nebraska, where it has been 
engaged in hail suppression work. 
Some 10 ground generators have 
also arrived and are to be placed 
in pre-determined locations, to be 
used on certain type storms diffi- 
cult to seed by aircraft. 


Technical facilities are under 
the supervision of Boyd Quate, a 
certified metecrologist, who in ad- 
dition to contracting the local 
project, conducts weather modifi- 
cation programs in both Colorado 
and Nebraska. 

While funds for the project have 


been slow in coming, directors of | § 


the artificial rain program believe 
that once the seeding gets under- 
way additional revenue will .be 
forthcoming. It is their opinion 
that many farmers are withhold- 
ing their contributions fearing 
that the program will not com- 
mence until the full amount of the 
contract price of $30,000 has been 
met. 

Although this was the case in 
1957, the present policy, according 
to Cloer, is to disburse the funds 
as they are collected. In other 
words, the program will remain in 
effect as long as contributions con- 
tinue, 

The funds are solicited on a vol- 
untary basis of 10 cents per acre 
for farmlands and 5 cents per acre 
for rangelands.

as far eastward as Nevada and 
Utah. 

With this lafge area of high 
pressure blocking the storms mov- 
ing down out of the Gulf of 
Alaska, the rains that should come 
to the Southern San Joaquin val- 
ley and the Southern Sierra moun- 
tains has been sidetracked across 
the northern portions of the coun- 
try. This is also why the Midwest 
has been receiving so much snow 
and cold weather. 

Another culprit in the weather 
picture is the Jet stream. This is 
a very fast moving current of air 
or wind blowing from 50 to 150 
miles per hour at altitudes from 
20,000 feet to 40,000 feet above 
the surface of the earth. This Jet 
stream has béen up north, approxi- 
mately the Canadian border, for 
the past two months. It moved 
down south to northern California 
this past week, but then it moved 
right back north again. 
it moves south again, 
storms passing this way are going 


to be weak and should produce 


only light rains. 

All the long range weather fore- 
casts indicate that the Pacific 
high should weaken and the Jet 
stream should move further south 
shortly after the first of the year. 

Next week we will try and bring 
you further information on this.

Note to readers: Thanks for all 
the nice letters. As many ques- 
tions as possible will be answered 
in this column, but for obvious 
reasons replies must be brief. 


Q. “What is royal jelly? Do 
nutritionists consider it a sat- 
isfactory dietary supplement?” 
—W. B., Canada. 
A. Royal jelly is a secretion of 
worker bees which is fed to 
larva (baby bees) that are to 
become. queens. One or two sci- 
entific reports indicate that royal 
jelly contains one of the “B” 
vitamins (pantothenic acid), but 
the need for this vitamin by hu- 
mans has not been established. 
“According to a top nutritionist, 
promotion of “royal jelly” as a 
dietary supplement is pretty much 
in the field of quackery. The 
U. S. Food and Drug Adminis- 
tion is very. much concerned 
about the sale of “food supple- 
ments” as cure-alls for conditions 
which fequire medical attention. 
The leaflet “Food Facts vs. Food 
Fallacies” issued by FDA is good 
reading for anyone who is inter- 
ested in aneraved health. Copies 
are available by writing to the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
Dept. of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Washington 25, D. C.

Members of your Legislature are 
not too happy about one dark 
cloud which is casting gloom over 
the holiday season for them. That 
is the threat of need for new and 
higher state taxes to keep the 
general fund solvent. No legisla- 
tor can ever be pleased at the 
prospect of handling a bigger tax 
bill to his constituents. 


There can be no doubt about it, 
the state’s fiscal outlook is pretty 
grim, Expenditures from the gen- 
eral fund for the first four months 
of the current fiscal year topped 
income by more than $106 million, 
Experts fix the year-end deficit at 
anywhere from $100 to $153 mil- 
lion, and predict one of close to 
$300 million for the end of the fol- 
lowing year, unless funds are ob- 
tained from some sources, such as 
higher taxes. 


The joint interim committee on 
taxation recently held a two day 
hearing to explore the situation of 
the general fund and the necessity 
for additional taxes. The picture 
as painted by a parade of expert 
witnesses is anything but pretty. 
Nevertheless, some factors exist; 
committee members pointed out, 
which might make it possible to 
Postpone the evil day when tax 
boosts become inevitable. 


The committee was told that as 
a matter of fact the general fund 
has developed current year deficits 
in seven of the last ten fiscal 
years. These have been made up 
from previously accumulated sur- 
pluses. It was also pointed out that 
these deficits have occurred be- 
cause of large transfers to reserves 
from the fund, totalling $895 mil- 
lion over the period. Fund income 
doubled during that time, and 
actually expenditures from it for 
state operations, and for various 
required grants to counties, cities, 
and school districts have increased 
just about as much. 

In recent years, however, the 
various reserves have been almost 
exhausted. The capital outlay re- 
serve Of more than $400 million 
has been used to build new univer- 
sity and college buildings, institu- 
tions, and office quarters. The 
postwar unemployment fund has 
all been distributed to localities, 
The $75 million ‘rainy day” fund 
will be wiped out to meet this 
year’s deficit. 

The huge surplus in the general 
fund has melted as fast as snow. 
Totalling more than $103 million 
at the start-of fiscal 1957-58 it is 
now, seventeen months later, re- 
placed by a deficit just as large. 
And fund revenues are down, too. 
Total receipts for 1957-58 were 
off $34 million, of which $21 mil- 
lion was in sales tax.

that in spite of the bad condition 
of the general fund, the state still 
has some reserves which can be 
used to offset the deficit, if the 
Legislature wishes to use them for 
the purpose. First, there is the 
investment fund of $154 million, 
still being built up from oil royal- 
ties. While this has been regard- 
ed as dedicated to watef‘ project 
construction, actually the Legisla- 
ture has full power to decide its 
use. : 

Next are surpluses in a number 
of special funds, amounting to a 
total of over $115 million. While 
these have been built up by va- 
rious regulatory boards and agen- 
cies, such as real estate, insurance 
and the like, the Legislature could 
conceivably order their transfer to 
the general fund as credit against 
the deficit. 

From the committee’s reaction 
to the suggestion for use of these 
reserves and surpluses, it seems 
certain that a thorough study will 
be made of the possibilities of do- 
ing so before the group pays se- 
rious attention to new or higher 
state taxes.

which reversed the California Su- 
preme Court. 

The new petition urges that the 
cases “‘be recalled and these cases 
restored to the docket for further 
briefing and oral argument, limit- 
ed to the questions of California 
law” which are set forth in the pe- 
tition. After reviewing the pro- 
tracted litigation in the contract 
cases the petition states: “Con- 
struing these provisions of Federal 
law, the United States Supreme 
Court disagreed with this Court 
and found that the provisions of 
the contracts, including the con- 
troversial 160-acre limitation, 
were authorized in so far as fed- 
eral law was involved.” 

“As a result, the United States 
Supreme Court reversed the judg- 
ments of this Court and. remanded 
the cases ‘for further proceedings 
not inconsistent’ with its opinion.” 

The petition cites the questions 
of law which it states ‘“‘are in our 
view decisive.’’ The petition also 
poses the question — ‘‘does not 
California law compel affirmance 
of the judgments of the trial 
courts in the Ivanhoe, Madera and 
Albonico cases and reversal of the 
judgment in the Santa Barbara 
case, in view of this Court’s hold- 
ing, as a matter of California con- 
stitutional and statutory law, that 
the irrigation districts and water 
agency have no authority to enter 
into the contracts here involved? 

“This Court clearly held that 
under Section 22200 of the Water

The Petition also raises a ques- 
tion as to the status of the lands 
of Albonico which the State Su- 
preme Court found “were lawfully 
entitled to receive water and 
therefore struck from the judg- 
ment below the alternative of ex- 
clusion,” 

In conclusion, the petition states: 
“The foregoing questions of Cali- 
fornia law, we submit, are disposi- 
tive of these cases. To the extent 
that they have not already been 
decided by this Court, they must 
necessarily be decided. Proper dis- 
position of them requires further 
briefing and oral argument, and 
for that purpose, in light of the 
mandate of the United States Su- 
preme Court, this Court should re- 
call its remittiturs and _ restore 
these cases to its docket, setting 
such times as it deems proper for 
further briefs and oral argu- 
ments.”’ 

The petition was submitted by 
Harry W. Horton and R. I, Knox, 
Jr., El Centro; W. R. Bailey, Orin- 
da; Denslow B. Green, Madera; 
Sherman Anderson, Los Angeles;
